Although some murky clouds hung 
in the 
eastern skies this 
morning, 
there was ev ery indication that a t­ 
tendance records at the Rush county 
fa ir would be broken today . 
Weather indications were not so 
threatening as to keep any one from 
the fair. 
Rather they conspired to 
attract people here. 
The clouds hid 
the sun and deceiv ed the fair crowd. 
A strong and delightful breeze sprung 
up from the southwest early in the 
day and there was no reason to be­ 
liev e disagreeable weather would in­ 
terfere with the attendance. 
As is alway s the case on the big 
da y of the fair, people began to start 
out the east pike early in the day . 
At sev en o’clock a string of wagons 
and 
buggies and 
automobiles had 
started toward the fair grounds. The 
traffic increased within the nex t two 
hours until there was a continual 
eloud of dust hov ering ov er the pike 
so that v ehicles were hardly 
dis­ 
cern able. 
Not within 
the 
remembrance of 
many fair officials had such a throng 
o f people crowded the two road gates 
on the south side of the fair grounds. 
By eight o’clock there were more v e­ 
hicles than the gate men and ticket 
sellers could handle. By nine o’clock 
v ehicles were lined up to the ceme­ 
tery , a 
quarter of a 
mile distant, 
waiting for an opportunity to get a 
ticket. 
Although there were some people 
who were disposed to believ e that the 
Wednesday crowd was not up to the 
standard of former y ears, the an­ 
nouncement of J . V. Young, treas­ 
urer of the association, 
indicates 
that this is wrong. He sa fs that the 
receipts y esterday were thirty dol­ 
lars larger than the av erage Wed­ 
nesday receipts.

not seem to be v ery popular in this 
county . In some places hundreds of 
farms hav e been named *nd recorded 
under the law. 
According 
to 
this 
statute, 
alt 
names of farms can be recorded in a 
special record for a fee of $1. 
The 
recording makes the names the ex ­ 
clusiv e property 
of the 
farm 
so 
named and cannot be used for an­ 
other property in the 
county .

be sold, but remains with the owner 
should lie sell a part of his property .

Louis Ludlow, Washington corres­ 
pondent of the Indianapolis Star, to­ 
day contributes a column article to 
the Star concerning the

counsel for the National Association 
of Manufacturers, which is nothing 
more than a rehearsal of facts that 
hav e already been brought out. 
The dispatch say s “ the committee 
may issue a subpoena to Mr. \\ atson 
in order to ex amine him on 
the 
Emery letters. Members of the com­ 
mittee said no decision 
had 
been 
reached on that point, howev er.” 
it will be recalled that Mr. Watson, 
immediately after the first story of 
Mulhall’s charges was published in 
the New York World and the Chicago 
Tribune, wired the committee to be 
allowed to testify . 
The 
committee 
replied for him to come on to W asli- 
ington and that he could testify . Mr. 
Watspn complied with the request 
and remained in Washington sev eral 
weeks, but was nev er called before 
the committee. 
When 
the 
Democratic 
majority 
members of the committee gav e out a 
igned interv iew in which they said 
in so many words that 
no 
matter 
what future ev idence might be intro­ 
duced, their decision had been reach­ 
ed, Mr. Watson withdrew his request 
to appear before the committee and 
sev erely criticized the probers 
for 
reaching a conclusion before all the 
ev idence was in. 
Mr. Watson, who was at his home 
here today , stated that he did not 
think it was necessary for him 
to 
comment on the testimony of J a m es 
A. Emery since it was merely a re­ 
hearsal of the ev idence already in­ 
troduced. 
One of Emery ’s letters indicated 
that Mr. Watson had been employ ed 
by the Tariff Commission association 
because he was 
a 
close 
personal 
friend of Speaker Cannon’s and had 
influence with him. Mr. Emery said 
that he referred to this connection 
in one of his letters. 
Mr. Watson said this morning that 
there was no one to deny 
that he 
and the former speaker of the House 
were not close friends. 
He and Mr. 
Cannon were associated in the House 
for a number of y ears and were most 
intimately connected because of the 
fact that Mr. Watson was known as 
the whip of the House. 
The former congressman declared 
this morning that be was 
delighted 
to hear that the Star had 
at 
last 
published his letter which was sent 
to the Star sev eral weeks ago, or 
soon after the startling charges were 
made by Martin M. Mulhall, former 
employ e of the N. A. M. 
The 
Star 
nev er 
published 
the 


statement until today . In this sta te­ 


ment Mr. Watson goes into ev ery de­ 
tail concerning his employ ment by the 
Tariff Commission associantion, and

say s that there was nev er any se­ 
cret 
about 
his 
connections.

states the sum paid him and details 


other circumstances surrounding his

The town board of Glenwood which 
met with the citizens of the place in 
V. E. Lewark’s 
garage 
Tuesday 
night to consider the adoption of a 
franchise with the Indianapolis & 
Cincinnati Traction company to fur­ 
nish current for street lights, a t­ 
tempted to emulate the Rushv ille city 
council and the resignation of A. L. 
Chew, president of the 
board re­ 
sulted. 
Mr. Chew handed in his resigna­ 
tion, alter he had been defeated but 
in this respect the town board meet­ 
ing differed from tlie recent meeting 
of the Rushv ille council. 
The other 
two members of the board, II. C. Cul­ 
bertson and Samuel Turner, ov er­ 
rode the board president and v oted 
for the franchise against the pro­ 
test of Mr. Chew. 
His 
resignation 
followed. 
A successor to Mr. Chew will be 
elected at the nex t board meeting by 
the remaining members of the board, 
ft As whispered in Glenwood that they 
already hav e the nex t president pick­ 
ed and that he is in perfect 
accord 
with the v iews of the board on the 
street lighting question. 
In the meantime arrangements are 
going forward for the final adoption 
of the franchise. 
Since a majority 
of the board fav ors the I. & C. pow­ 
er company ’s 
contract, all that is 
necessary , according to the stipula­ 
tions of the franchise, to make it 
binding, is for twenty residents of 
the town to contract for the current 
in their homes. 
It is believ ed these 
twenty can be found without diffi­ 
culty and that the franchise will be 
put through. 
There were two factions among the 
citizens. President Chew represented 
one faction and the other two board 
members the other. 
Those who Mr. 
Chew represented believ ed that fire 
'protection was more essential than i 
street lighting and fav ored the pur­ 
chase of a fire engine before con­ 
tracting for street lights. 
The other 
faction wanted street lights and it 
appears that they will hav e their way 
about it. 
There was a regular tempest at the 
meeting, once it was well under way . 
It was reported that some citizens 
of Glenwood used v ery strong terms 
in 
v oicing their 
protests to 
the 
opinions of the majority of the town 
board, and that those fav oring the 
board majority were just as free in 
their use of the English language. 
It is also reported that the argu­ 
ment finally became so heated that 
some of the more pronounced fa c- 
tionists began shaking their fists as 
if they meant to do v iolence to their 
opponents. 
The town board adv ertised* that it 
would like for the representativ e cit­ 
izens of the town to turn out for the 
meeting to discuss the light question. 
The garage was full of people when 
the meeting was called to order. 
A motion was at once put before 
the 
meeting by a citizen 
that the 
townspeople suggested to the town 
board that the franchise not 
be 
adopted just at this time, because of 
the necessity of fire protection first. 


There was a second to the 
motion 
promptly , but it nev er got to a v ote 
because the discussion started im­ 


mediately and wax ed warmer as it 
progressed. 
In addition to the £ ac£ that the 


town needs fire protection before it 
does lights, those opposed to adopt­ 
ing the franchise pointed out that 
the town and township had already 
reached the tax limit and that it 
would not be fair to 
increase the 
tax es. 
Those fav oring the lights, on ihe 
other hand, said the cost of street 
lights would be so small that it would 
make ho appreciable difference in the 
tax es. 
The franchise calls for ten 
lights at twenty -four dollars a light 
a y ear, making a total of two hun­ 
dred and forty dollars. 
In addition 
to this the C. H. & D. will furnish a 
light at its crossing and the I. & C. at 
its crossing in Glenwood. 
It is said that a number of people 
hav e built new homes in Glenwood 
recently and that they all had their 
houses wired for electricity . 
They 
are anx ious that 
the franchise he 
adopted at once. 
It is understood, too, that V. E.

The State Forestry 
company of 
Indianapolis will conclude its work 
of treating the trees in the city park 
tomorrow. The company has sev eral 
other priv ate contracts 
in 
Rush­ 
v ille which will keep the men here 
until the middle of nex t week. 
The tree 
“ doctors” 
hav e 
made 
wonderful improv ements at the city 
park. 
The dead limbs hav e been cut 
away and the diseased trees treated 
so they will grow. 
The general ap­ 
pearance of the park will he greatly 
improv ed when the city cuts 1 down 
sev eral dead trees which were left 
by the foresters and blows out many 
stumps that are left. 
Frank N. Wallace, assistant man­ 
ager of the company , who has been in 
charge of the work here, say s that 
the park was in 
worse 
condition 
than any either public 
or 
priv ate 
tract of land he had ev er seen. 
“ It is a wonder to me,” said Mr. 
Wallace, “ that some children who 
hav e been play ing in the park hav e 
not been sev erely hurt or 
possibly 
killed long before this. 
There were 
dead limbs in* the tops of many of 
the trees that were just ready to fall. 
It is rather miraculous that no one 
was ev er hurt. 
“ We found a big dead limb in the 
top of that old elm where the child­ 
ren hav e the big swing. 
It is a great 
wonder that limb had not been jarred 
loose while sev eral 
children 
were 
swinging. 
W e cut it out to av oid 
any danger of such a calamity . 
The 
limb on which the swing is hung is 
not v ery strong, but I do not believ e 
it will break, although some of the 
boy s wanted to cut it out. Elm nev er 
snaps so there is no great danger. ’ 
Mr. Wallace said that most of the 
shade trees in Rushv ille 
had 
been 
ruined by careless trimming. He de­ 
cried the common custom of “ top­ 
ping” trees. 
He said this was the 
v erv worst thing that could be done 


to them.

than fiv e y ears ago the first auto 
hack was used here. Since that time 
the number has' gradually increased 
until the number in use today throng­ 
ed the city 
and the 
road to the 
grounds. 
The number of autos in 
use this y ear, howev er, was greatly 
decreased due to the fa ct that the 
city charges a license fee. 
When 
there was no fee the outsiders did a' 
big business.

AFTER a world wid e search last- 
lu g more than three y ears for 
i m 
10,000 missing men more than 
$250,000 has ju st been d is­ 
tribu ted in Chicago. This su m is less 
than a third of a grand total of cash 
which awaits claimants as y et u u - 
fou ru l, the hu nt for whom'has led a 
New England life Insu rance comp any 
Into a series of ad v entu res by mail 
that wou k l be fit material for a twen­ 
tieth centu ry “Arabian Nights.” 
The search is said to hav e had no 
p arallel in all time either as to the 
nu mbers Inv olv ed or as to the d eter­ 
mination with which the hu nt has 
been p u shed . 
It has thrown light ou 
the my steriou s p rocesses by which 
thou sand s of men, women and chil­ 
d ren y early v anish from among their 
fellows throu ghou t the commu nities of 
the world . 
It has d ev elop ed a new 
p rofession — the man find er, a being 
who d ev elop s his clews ou t of d ed u c­ 
tions so tenu ou s as to hav e p u zzled a 
Bherlock Holmes. 


$1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 Uncla imed. 
Three y ears ago ex p ert accou ntants 
d iscov ered on the book s of the Con­ 
necticu t Mu tu al Life Insu rance com­ 
p any at Hartford , Conn., almost $1,- 
000,000 for which no owners had ap ­ 
p eared for more than a d ecad e. 
The owners had been hold ers of non­ 
p articip ating life insu rance who had 
p ermitted their p olicies to lap se. When 
these p olicies hgd lap sed they became 
worth a certain su m, bu t the insu red . 
If aliv e, u su ally had forgotten his 
rights, or, if he was d ead , the heirs 
nev er heard of the insu rance p olicy . 
The comp any d ecid ed to retu rn this 
money to the rightfu l owners if they 
cou ld be fou nd . 
The search went on 
for a y ear. 
First the insu red was 
written. Most of the letters were not 
answered . Then the friend named .on 
the p olicy and the p hy sician who sign­ 
ed the original health ex amination 
were ad d ressed . Sev eral thou sand p oli­ 
cy hold ers or heirs were fou nd in this 
way . 
The search had gone far enou gh to 
show that the mid d le west had been 
the ju mp ing off p lace for most of the 
missing p ersons, and the basis of op ­ 
erations was transferred to Chicago 
and p u t in the hand s of Samu el T. 
Chase, mid western rep resentativ e of 
the insu rance comp any . 
Mr. Chase immed iately organized his 
p lan of camp aign. 
He took u p the 
search for the insu red In the town 
where he or she had been last heard 
of. 
When aN efforts failed there he 
ad v ertised in a few chosen newsp ap ers 
of the cou ntry . 
M was the following 
u p of these ad v ertisements which gav e 
the d eep est insight into the my steries 
of American life. 
Up to now abou t 
7 ,5 00 rightfu l owners, who nev er be­ 
fore k new of their claims, hav e been 
located . 
Amou nts as high as $12.000 
hav e been p aid .

Sta bility a nd Speed Co mbined In Or-, 
v ille Wrig ht’s La test inv entio n. 


BOOST IN MEAT PRICES 
IS LAID TO BEEF TRUST. 


Pa ckers Genera lly Bla med Despite Ex ­ 
cuse Giv en o f Dro ug ht. 


Officials of the d ep artment of agri­ 
cu ltu re hav e been v iewing with alarm 
the p ossibility of a large increase in 
tbe p rice of beef d u ring the coming 
fall and winter, d u e largely to the 
d rou ght in the corn belt, which will 
mak e feed for beef cattle scarce and 
high. 
Bu t officials regard as rid icu lou s the 
stories from Chicago and elsewhere 
that sirloin steak will sell for 5 0 cents 
a p ou nd . They ex p ect to see p rices go 
u p noticeably , bu t It is thou ght no­ 
bod y will hav e to p ay any su ch fancy 
p rices for steak s. That the beef tru st 
is largely resp onsible for su ch rep orts 
is commonly believ ed among officials 
in Washington. 
Unfortu nately the d ep artment ex ­ 
p erts are obliged to confirm the figu res 
which show a d iminishing su p p ly of 
beef cattle. Sev eral formal statements 
hav e been issu ed recently In which the 
figu res showed a falling off of 30 p er 
cent since 1905. 
The falling off has 
continu ed grad u ally . 
This, combined 
with the corn belt d rou ght, will hav e 
a tend ency to boost p rices. 
It was mi accou nt of the grad u ally 
d ecreasing su p p ly of beef cattle in this 
cou ntry that Secretary Hou ston sent 
Dr. A. D. Melv in, chief of the bu reau 
of animal ind u stry , to inv estigate the 
ind u stry in Sou th America and an­ 
other ex p ert to New Zealand for the 
same p u rp ose. 


Orv ille Wright, the inv entor of the 
aerop lane, has ju st tu rned ou t an aero 
boat or fly ing boat which he believ es 
will be an imp ortant factor in the d e­ 
v elop ment of the United States p ostal 
serv ice. 
The inv ention is the resu lt 
of two y ears of ex p erimenting. 
Mr. Wright himself has been relu c 
tant to d iscu ss the new inv ention, bu t 
the 
general 
su p erintend ent of 
the 
Wright comp any . (Jrov er Clev eland 
Loening of Day ton, O., recently con 
sented to d escribe his chief's latest 
achiev ement in the world of air. 
“Mr. Wright,” he said , "ex p ects that 
his aeroboat will d emonstrate its u se 
fu lu ess esp ecially in carry ing mails 
d isp atches, etc., ov er inaccessible in­ 
land waterway s su ch as are fou nd iu 
many regions of the west, in Alask a 
and along the coast ” 
“The consistent sp eed of the new boat 
will be six ty -sev en miles an hou r, 
he 
ad d ed , “and at all times it will be a 
faster v ehicle for p ostal serv ice than 
the fastest ex p ress train. Greater sp eed 
can be obtained on a sp u rt.” 
The aeroboat has also been d ev el 
op ed to an u nu su al p oint of seaworthl 
ness. 
Mr. Loening also d escribed a new 
hy d roaerop lane, mod el OH, which Mr. 
Wright has ju st p u t u p on the mark et. 
“The new hy d ro has been d ev elop ed 
p articu larly for u se ov er small inland 
riv ers and lak es,” said Mr. Loening. 
“It is p rov id ed with new featu res for 
stability and control on the water. 
The q u ick and treacherou s air cu rrents 
created by high bank s will not u p set 
the new craft 
“With only a six ty horsep ower mo­ 
tor as many as fou r p ersons hav e been 
carried on this hy d ro, and freq u ently 
it has flown off the water from a 
stand ing start in less than ten sec­ 
ond s.” 
The consistent sp eed of the Wright 
hy d roaerop lane 
will 
be 
fifty -eight 
miles an hou r. 
Mr. Wright has mad e sev eral ex p eri­ 
mental flights in his air boat ov er the 
Miami riv er, near Day ton, and he has 
been able to d emonstrate that hy d ro­ 
aerop lanes can be mad e as stable and 
easy to control in flight as the best 
land machines, accord ing to Mr. Loen­ 
ing.

United 
Sta tes 
Fo rest Serv ice 
Using 
Specia l Ro a dster In Ca lifo rnia . 
The au tomobile has come into serv ice 
as an Imp ortant agent in fire p rotectiv e 
work in California. The United States 
forest serv ice has recently p u rchased a 
sp ecial road ster to be u sed in p atrolling 
the line of the San Joaq u in and East­ 
ern railroad , which trav erses a large 
p ortion of the fire d anger zone within 
the Sierra national forest sou th of the 
San Joaq u in riv er. 
On this car the ord inary ru bber tired 
wheels were remov ed and hav e been 
rep laced by flanged iron w’beels, so that 
the car is u sed ex clu siv ely on the rail- 
read . The main id ea is to follow u p 
p assenger trains from which cigars or 
cigarettes may hav e been thrown by 
careless tou rists. The car is also u sed 
to transp ort fire fighters and su p p lies 
to p oints within a reasonable d istance 
from tbe right of way of the railroad , 
the car easily negotiating the 5 p er 
cent grad es of this road . 
The car will carry from fiv e to ten 
men. One man is cu stod ian and ^d riv er 
of the car, and no one else is allowed 
to op erate it. The car is op erated with 
the p ermission of the railroad com­ 
p any and ru ns on ord ers of the train 
d isp atchers.

santly waged by the bird s d u ring the 
d ay time. 
All bats hav e enormou sly d ev elop ed 
ears, au d their sense of hearing is 
d ou btless v ety acu te. 
It is su ggested 
that the d rone of a Ju ne beetle sou nd s 
to them as d oes the roar of a bip lane 
motor to u s. This sp ecialized sense is 
essential in hu nting their insect food , 
for their ey es are so p oorly d ev elop ed 
that they can only act as mere ind ica­ 
tors of light intensity .

WITHOUT FOOD FOR DAYS! 


Explorers Suffer Agonise In Trip Over 
Greenland’s 
Frozen 
S e a s— Ponies 
Trained 
to 
Cannibalism — Captain 
Koch, the Leader, Lay All W intar In 
H ut With Broken Leg. 


The story just tokl in Copenhagen by 
Captain Koch, the Danish explorer, of 
the-crossing of Greenland In company 
with three hardy companions shows 
that the dangers and hardships to be 
encountered on the great inland Ice 
field have not decreased since Rear 
Admiral Robert S. Peary and Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen made their journeys 
over a portion of the same deserted 
wastes. 
T he Danish leader and his three com­ 
panions-Dr. Wagener, a German; Lar­ 
sen, a sailor, and Sigurdson, a native 
of Ic e la n d —were reduced during their 
journey to eating a pet dog, the only 
animal left 
After landing from their ship on July 
24, 1912, the first mishap encountered 
by the expedition was the loss of a 
number of ponies. 
Shortly afterward 
their metorboat disappeared through 
the frMn ice, and the explorers were 
obilged to wait until nearly the end of 
September before the ioe was suffi­ 
ciently thick to carry their sledges and 


norses. 
xs uen luey 
were reuu.v to 
start Dr. Wagener fell, with the result 
that one of his ribs was broken. 
The expedition reached a place about 
ten miles to the east of Queen Louise 
Land on Oct 13 and went into winter 
quarters there. 
Ponies Become Cannibals. 
The shortness of fodder necessitated 
the slaughter of all the ponies with the 
exception of five, which were gradual­ 
ly trained to cannibalism by being fed 
on the flesh of their brothers. 
During a sledging trip Captain Kocb 
fell forty feet into a crevasse, breaking 
his right leg, which accident kept him 
helpless in the hut throughout the win- 
ter in aff temperature generally 30 de­ 
grees below zero. 
On April 20 this year the four men 
broke camp and with five sleighs, each 
drawn by a pony, started on their 750 
mile march to the west coast. 
During the first forty days violent 
blizzards raged practically without ces­ 
sation. The ponies became snowblind 
and so exhausted that the men were 
obliged to kill threa of them. 
Later 
the snn’s rays tormented the travelers. 
The skin was burned from their faces, 
which soon had the appearance of raw 
beef, while the temperature at night 
was 30 below zero. 
Snowshoes were fitted to the feet of 
the two remaining ponies and proved 
of wonderful assistance to them in the 
loose snow. 
But for the ponies the 
expedition would have been In a worse 
plight 
Unfortunately for the explorers, it 
was found necessary to bill another 
pony on July 11, this year, because 
the fodder had given out 
Next day 
the last pony was killed, much to the 
distress of the members of the expe­ 
dition, as a few miles farther on splen­ 
did pasturage was found. 
Ration« Giv« Out. 
The rations of Captain Koch and his 
oamnAninns had been mean while arrad 


ually reduced and on July 13 their pro­ 
visions were finished. 
A howling blizzard came on top of 
this misfortune, and for thirty-five 
hours the four men were compelled to 
take shelter under a projecting rock, 
where they remained without a mor 
gel of food. 
On July 15 they tried to push on to 
the coast, which was now visible, but 
they were so exhausted with hunger, 
cold and wet that they were scarcely 
able to move. 
Their only chance for 
life was to kill the pet dog which had 
tramped with them for about 800 miles. 
This was done, and its flesh was cook­ 
ed and eaten. 
The meal was hardly 
finished when the explorers sighted a 
sailing boat in a fiord to the east of 
Proeven, on the west coast of Green­ 
land. 
By means of shots and signals the 
explorers succeeded in attracting the 
attention of those on board the vessel, 
and Pastor Chemnitz, who was on the 
ship, soon, with the assistance of the 
crew, had the famished and wornout 
explorers in safety.

Washington, ’ Aug. 
2S. — President 
Wilson proclaimed his new policy of 
non-interference in the Mexican situa­ 
tion before a joint session of the two 
houses of congress, having decided no 
longer to wait upon Huerta’s policy of 
procrastination and delay. 
After frankly 
acknowledging the 
failure of the Und mission, the presi­ 
dent outlined the following as the new 
policy of the United States: 
1. The withdrawal of as many Amer­ 
icans as possible from Mexico, all the 
resources of the government to be 
used in facilitating this exodus. 
2. An emphatic notice to Huerta and 
all the revolutionary leaders that they 
will be held personally accountable for 
the lives of Americans who remain 
and for American property. 
S. A proclamation of neutrality on 
the part of this government, with a 
complete embargo against the ship­ 
ment of ammunition and arm3 from 
this country into Mexico. 
Having taken these steps, President 
Wilson proposes to let the Mexicans 
fight out their own destiny. He enter 
tains the strong hope that eventually 
the pride of Huerta will be broken and 
that all factions will realize the ne­ 
cessity of yielding to the American 
mediation demands. 
The president does not consider this 
new policy of non-interference as clos­ 
ing the door for future American ef­ 
forts toward a peaceful solution of the 
present difficulty. In fact, he express­ 
ed the firm belief that not many days 
will elapse “before we shall triumph 
as the friends of Mexico.” 
The house of representatives pre­ 
sented 
an 
impressive 
scene 
when 
President Wilson delivered his notable 
address. 
Over all was an air of so­ 
berness which clearly reflected the se­ 
riousness with which members of the 
congress viewed the situation. 
To 
many it brought to mind the serious­ 
ness and solemnity with which the na­ 
tional legislature had considered mat­ 
ters just prior to 
the Spanish war. 
These words of the blind chaplain in 
the opening prayer clearly reflected 
the thoughts of most of those who 
w’ere on the floor: 
“Rule thou the 
hearts of our rulers and sway the 
minds of these, thy servants, that as a 
nation we may move forward to all 
that Is pure and noble until add the 
nations of the world shall recognize 
the purity of our motives.” 
As the president appeared in the 
door there was an outbreak of hand- 
clapping that continued for a minute. 
It w’as apparent that congress intend­ 
ed to hearten him with evidence that 
he wras solidly supported. The reading 
of the message consumed twenty-one 
minutes and there was absolute silence 
as he read. 
At the conclusion there 
was another outbreak of applause.

THAW HAS SYMPATHY 


OF CANADIAN CROWD 


Conti's Rollos Greeted By a 


Riot of Applause. 


Sherbrooke. QtiS., Aug. 28.—A court­ 
room riot in" Harry Thitw’s favor oc­ 
curred here when 60t) men and women, 
entirely forgetful of the prescribed 
dignity of e'durt, sprang, to their feet 
to shout aiid yet? and throw their hats 
in the air, all because the attorneys 
for Stanford W hite's slayer gained the 
point at stake. 
Judge A rthur Globensky, sitting In 
the superior court, granted Thaw ’s ap­ 
plication for withdrawal of the habeas 
corpus writ. He also denied a Canadi­ 
an lawyer, retained by the state of 
New York, the privilege of objecting 
to the withdrawal. 
As a result i'haw stands exactly 
where he did on the day of his arrest 
in Canada. 
He is confined in jail on 
a commitment which is so faulty that 
there is apparently no way of getting 
him out while he wants to 
sta y, that 
is, unless the premier of the province 
of Quebec will personally intercede 
and have the charge dismissed. 
With this end in view' William Trav­ 
ers Jerome, accompanied by New’ York 
and Canadian lawyers, at once left 
Sherbrooke for Quebec, w’here they 
will appeal to Sir Leomer Gouin, pre­ 
m ier of the province and head of the 
attorney general’s departm ent. 
Sir 
Gouin is the leading prosecutor of the 
province. 
Mr. Jerom e lost no time in his de­ 
parture because Thaw may now be 
admitted to bail by any m agistrate in 
the district of St. Francis who is will­ 
ing to take the chance. 
So confident 
was he of his mission th at Jerom e said 
before leaving that Thaw will be in the 
United States within a week. 
Thaw ’s attorneys are to outward ap­ 
pearances at least, resting on their lau­ 
rels. 
They say that Thaw cannot be 
taken from jail unless he himself ap­ 
plies for a trial or dismissal of the 
commitment on which he is held. 
If 
he wishes, they say, he may demand a 
jury trial in October and cannot be re­ 
fused. 
Meantime they have made pro­ 
vision to throwr Thaw into the courts 
on alftiost a m om ent’s notice by at­ 
taching to their withdrawal of the ha­ 
beas corpus writ a clause which per­ 
mits them to renew it on notice. 
Un­ 
doubtedly this is what they will do if 
any attem pt to have the commitment 
papers dismissed is made by the at­ 
torney general’s office.

Says he Had Never Seen Private or 


Public Tract in a Worse 


Condition. 


The State Forestry 
company of 


Indianapolis will conclude its work 
of treating the trees in the city park 
tomorrow. The. company has several 
other private contracts in Rush- 
ville which Will keep the men here 
until the middle of next week. 


The tree "doctors" 
have made 


wonderful improvements at the city 
park. The dead limbs have been cut 
away and the diseased trees treated 
so they will grow. The general ap- 
pearance of the park will be greatly- 
improved when the city cuts ' down 
several dead trees which were left 
by the foresters and blows out many 
stumps that, are left. 


Frank N. Wallace, assistant man- 


aser of the company, who has been in 
charge of the work here, says .that 
the park was in worse condition 
than any either public or 
private 


tract of land he had ever seen. 


"It is a wonder to me," said Mr. 


Wallace, "that some "children who 
have been playing in the park have 
not been severely hurt or 
possibly 


killed long before this. There were 
dead limbs in- the tops of many of 
the trees that were just ready to fall. 
It is rather miraculous that no one 
was ever hurt. 


"We found a big dead limb in the 


top of that old elm where the child- 
ren have the big swing. It is a great 
wonder that limb had not been jarred 
loose while several 
children were 


swinging. We cut it out to avoid 
any danger of such a calamity. The 
limb on which the swing is hung is 
not very strong, but I do not believe 
it will break, although some of thers 
boys wanted to cut it out. Elm never 
snaps so there is no great danger." 


Mr. Wallace said that most of the 


shade trees in Rushville had been 
fumed by careless trimming. He de- 
cried the common custom of "top- 
ping" trees. He said this was the 
; 


very worst thing that could., be done 
to them. He said that he had noted

The owners had been holders of non-

The company decided to return this

Then the friend named.on 
the policy and the physician who sign- 
ed the original health examination 
were addressed. Several thousand poli- 
cy holders or heirs were found in this 
Way. 


The search had gone far enough to 


show that the middle west had been 
the jumping off place for most of tlie 
missing persons, and the basis of op- 
erations was transferred to Chicago 
and put in the hands of Samuel T. 
Chase, midwestern representative of 
the insurance company. 


Mr. Chase immediately organized his

advertised in a few chosen newspapers 
of the country.

Packers Generally Blamed Despite Ex- 


cuse Given of Drought. 


Officials of the department of agri- 


culture have been viewing with alarm 
the possibility of a large increase in 
the price of beef during the coming 
fall and winter, due largely to the 
drought in the corn belt, which will 
make feed for beef cattle scarce and 
high. 


But officials regard as ridiculous the 


stories from Chicago and elsewhere 
that sirloin steak will sell for 50 cents 
a pound. They expect to see prices go 
up noticeably, but It is thought no- 
body will have to pay any such fancy 
prices for steaks. That the beef trust 
is largely responsible for such reports 
is commonly believed among officials 
in Washington. 


Unfortunately the department ex- 


perts are obliged to confirm the figures 
which show a diminishing supply of 
beef cattle. Several formal statements 
have been issued recently in which the 
figures showed a falling off of 30 per 
cent since 1905. 
The falling off has 


continued gradually. This, combined 
with the corn belt drought, will have 
a tendency to boost prices. 


It was on account of the gradually 


decreasing supply of beef cattle in this 
country that Secretary Houston sent 
Dr. A. D. Melvln, chief of the bureau 
of animal Industry, to investigate the 
industry in South America and an- 
other export to New Zealand for the 
same purpose. 


NEW AEROBOAT TO GO 


OVER 67 MILES AN HOUR. 


Stability and Speed Combined In Or- 


ville Wright's Latest Invention. 


Orville Wright, the inventor of the 


aeroplane, has just turned out an aero- 
boat or flying boat which he believes 
will be an important factor in the de- 
velopment of the United States postal 
service. The invention is the result 
of two years of experimenting. 


Mr. Wright himself has been reluc- 


tant to discuss the new invention, but 
the general superintendent of the 
Wright company. Grover Cleveland 
Loening of Dayton, O., recently con- 
sented to describe his chiefs latest 
achievement in the world of air. 


"Mr. Wright," he said, "expects that 


his aeroboat will demonstrate its use- 
fulness especially in carrying mails, 
dispatches, etc., over inaccessible in- 
land waterways such as are found in 
many regions of the west, in Alaska 
and along the coast." 


"The consistent speed of the new boat 


will be sixty-seven miles an hour," he 
added, "and at all times it will be a 
faster vehicle for postal service than 
the fastest express train. Greater speed 
can be obtained oh a spurt." 


The aeroboat has also been devel- 


oped to an unusual point of seaworthi 
ness. 


Mr. Loeuing also described a new 


hydroaeroplane, model OH. which Mr. 
Wright has just put upon the market. 
' "The new hydro has been developed 
particularly for use over small inland 
rivers and lakes," said Mr. Loening. 
"It is provided with new features for 
stability and control on the water. 
The quick and treacherous air currents 
created by high banks will not upset 
the new craft 


"With only a sixty horsepower mo- 


tor as many as four persons have been 
carried on this hydro, and frequently 
it has. flown off the water from a 
standing start in less than ten sec- 
onds." 


The consistent speed of the Wright 


hydroaeroplane 
will 
be 
fifty-eight 


miles an hour. 


Mr. Wright has made several experi- 


mental flights in his air boat over the 
Miami river, near Dayton, and he has 
been able to demonstrate that hydro- 
aeroplanes can be made as stable and 
easy to control in flight as the best 
land machines, according to Mr. Loen- 
ing.

SHOE REPAIRING 


AUTO FOR' FIRE PROTECTION. 


United States Forest Service Using 


Special Roadster In California. 


The automobile has come into service 


as an important agent in fire protective 
work in California. The United States 
forest service has recently purchased a 
special roadster to be used in patrolling 
the line of the San Joaquin and East- 
ern railroad, which traverses a large 
portion of the fire danger zone within 
the Sierra national forest south of the 
San Joaquin river. 


On this car the ordinary rubber tired 


wheels were removed and have been 
replaced by flanged iron wheels, so that 
the car is used exclusively on the rail- 
read. The main idea is to follow up 
passenger trains from which cigars or 
cigarettes may hare .been thrown by 
careless tourists. The car is also used 
to transport fire fighters and supplies 
to points within a reasonable distance 
from the right of way of the railroad, 
the car easily negotiating the 5 per 
cent grades .of this road. 


The car will carry from five to ten 


men. One man is custodian and-driver 
Jf the car, and no one else is allowed 
to operate It The car is operated with 
the permission of the railroad com- 
pany and runs on orders of the train 
dispatchers. 


SCIENCE PLEADS FOR BAT. 


University Professor Says It I* Useful 


Insect Destroyer. 


That the bat by killing night flying 


insects is a benefit to humanity; that 
he cannot really see at night, as is 
popularly believed, but directs his 
flight and hunts his prey by sound: 
that, as a rule, he devours his prey in 
full flight—these are among the inter- 
esting statements in a plea for the bat 
which Dr. Joseph Grinnell of the Uni- 
versity of California faculty has in- 
cluded in a recent paper in which he 
says: 


Vast Quantities of night flying in- 


sects are destroyed by bats every 
twenty-four hours. 
It can be seen, 


therefore, that bats continue the war- 
fare on insect life which is so intcs- 
santly waged by the birds during the 
daytime. 


All bats have enormously developed 


ears, and their sense of hearing is 
doubtless very acute. It is suggested 
that the drone of a June beetle sounds 
to them as does the roar of a biplane 
motor to us. This specialized sense is 
essential in hunting their insect food, 
for their eyes are so poorly developed 
that they can only act as mere indica- 
tors of light Intensity.

The story just toW in Copenhagen by 


Captain Koch, the Danish explorer, of 
the-crossing of Greenland in company 
with three hardy companions shows 
that the dangers and hardships to be 
encountered on the great inland ice 
field have not decreased since Rear 
Admiral Robert S. Peary and Dr. 
Fridrjof Nansen made their Journeys 
over a portion of the same deserted 
wastes. 
'The Danish leader and his three com- 


panions—Dr. "Wagener, a Germain; Lar- 
sen, a sailor, and Sigurdson, a native 
of .Iceland—were reduced during their 
Journey to eating a pet dog, the only 
animal left 


After landing from their ship on July 


24, '1912, the first mishap encountered 
by .the expedition was the loss of i 
number of ponies. Shortly afterwan 
their ,m»torboat disappeared, through 
the thin Ice, and the explorers were 
obliged to wait until nearly the end of 
September before the loe wa§ suffl 
ClenUy thick to carry their sledees an<

tart Dr. Wagener fell, with the result 
hat one of his ribs was broken. 
The expedition reached a place about 


ten miles to the east of Queen Louise 
Land on Oct 13 and went Into winter 
quarters there. 


Ponies Become Cannibal*. 


The shortness of fodder necessitated 


the slaughter of all the ponies with the 
exception of five, which were gradual- 
ly trained to cannibalism by being fed 
on the flesh of their brothers. 


During a sledging trip Captain Koch 


fell forty feet into a crevasse, breaking 
his right leg, which accident kept him 
helpless in the hut throughout the win- 
ter In ar temperature generally 30 de- 
grees below zero. 


On April 20 this year the four men 


broke camp and with five sleighs, each 
drawn by a pony, started on their 750 
mile march to the west coast. 


During the flrst forty days violent 


blizzards raged practically without ces 
sation. The ponies became snowblint 
and so exhausted that the men were 
obliged to kill tore* of them, ' Later 
the sun's rays tormented the travelers 
The skin was burned from their faces 
which soon had the appearance of raw 
beef, while the temperature at nigh 
was 30 below zerd. 


Snowshoes were fitted to the feet o 


the two remaining ponies and provec 
of wonderful assistance to them In the 
loose snow.

Under Positive Orders From Governor 


Ralston to "Stop Racing at All Haz- 
ards," Companies E and F of State 
Guard Appear on Scene and'Take 
Possession of Track Where Chicago 
Sports Have Been Betting on Races.

Formal Message From the President 


to the Congress .Gives Solex&gJilotifi- 
cation to Provisional President of 
Revolution-Ridden Mexico and to All 
Revolutionaries That Lives of Amer- 
icans Must Be Held Sacred. 


Washington, Aug. 28.—Secretary of 


State Bryan has received from John 
Lind, the presidents special envoy, a 
summary of Huerta'a last note to this 
government As a result of this com- 
munication Mr. Bryan characterize I 
the situation as "encouraging." 
Mr. 


Bryan declined to indicate In any way 
whether Huerta had made concessions 
or what was the basis of his encour- 
agement. 


Washington, ' Aug. 2S.— President 


Wilson proclaimed his new policy of 
non-lnterferen.ce in the Mexican situa- 
tion before a joint session of the two 
houses of congress, Tiaving •decided no 
longer to wait mpon Huerta"s policy of 
procrastination and delay; 


After frankly acknowledging the 


failure of the Llnd mission, the presi- 
dent outlined the following as the new 
policy of the United Statesi 


1. The withdrawal of as many Amer- 


icans as possible from Mexico, all the 
resources of the government to be 
used in facilitating this exodus. 


2. An emphatic notice to Huerta and 


all the revolutionary leaders that they 
will be held personally accountable for 
the lives of Americans who remain 
and for American property. 
" 3. A proclamation of neutrality on 
the part of this government, with a 
complete embargo against the ship- 
ment of ammunition and arms from 
this country into Mexico. 


Having taken these steps. President 


Wilson proposes to let the Mexicans 
fight out their own destiny. He enter- 
tains the strong hope that eventually 
the pride of Huerta will be broken and 
that all factions will realize the ne- 
cessity of yielding to the American 
mediation demands. 


The president does not consider this 


new policy of non-interference as clos 
Ing the door for future American ef- 
forts toward a peaceful solution of the 
present difficulty. In fact, he express- 
ed the firm belief that not many days 
will elapse "before we shall triumph 
as the friends of Mexico." 


The house of representatives pre- 


sented an impressive scene when 
President Wilson delivered his notable 
address. Over all was an air of so- 
berness which clearly reflected the se- 
riousness with which members of the 
congress viewed the situation.

that is pure and noble- until "affi-'the 
nations of the world shall recognize 
the purity of our motives." 


As the president appeared in the 


door there was an outbreak of hand- 
clapping that continued for a minute. 
It was apparent that congress intend- 
ed to hearten him with evidence that 
he was solidly supported. The reading 
of_the message consumed twenty-one 
minutes and there was absolute silence 
as he read. At the conclusion there 
was another outbreak of applause.

HIS is the tale of a Kanaka 


whaler, a whisky cask and a 
missionary, having to do with 
a bloodletting away out on the 


edge of things, involving white men's 
passions and the smoldering hate of 
the Eskimo, as it was told to me by a 
revenue man while we were steeped in 
laughter, music, clinking glasses and 
the muffled clang of Broadway trol- 
leys. 


I had bemoaned the urbanity of life. 


the paucity of the pastoral. 
What 


though the duck had been delicious 
and the salad perfect! 
The stale 


breath of the city was in my nostrils, 
and I railed at its refinement So. led 
by my mood, my friend's discourse 
wandered out into the distant reaches 
till I felt/the heave of slanting decks, 
smelt the sea spume and heard the 
salt air Chining through the shrouds. 
North and west we cruised through the 
smoky seas where the sea parrots 
scream, 
up 
toward the Diomedes. 


where the roar of the bull walrus 
drowns tbe beat of the surf, and there, 
out of the tropic blue of his Havnua. 
he wove this story of the arctics: 


At the tip of that point of land 


which leans farthest out and whispers 
across to the moss garbed hills of 
Siberia nestles a native village. Since 
the earliest days no whaling ship has 
passed it without pause to trade, for It 
is the most prosperous of all the towns 
from Dutch Harbor to Point Barrow 
The strait teems with walrus, deer 
range the ridges behind, salmon choke 
the rivulets, and the cry of geese in 
the slow summer air is like a noisy 
burden. 


One June midnight, as the yellow 


sun dipped shallowly below the hori- 
zon, 
a Hawaiian schooner anchored 


abreast tb,e sand spit and was soon 
surrounded by the curious populace 
They came off In kyaks and big skin 
boats, bearing many things to barter, 
noisy and pleased iu their childlike 
friendliness.

Special Federal Bulletin Gives College 


Professor's Views on Drudgery. 


Water handling, ,not Its use. Is the 


reason why the wives of fanners lose 
their figures, their color and the spar- 
kle of their eyes, according to Presi- 
dent Joe Cook of the Mississippi Nor- 
mal college, whose discovery is con- 
sidered of sufficient importance by'the 
United States bureau of education to 
make it the subject of a special bul- 
letin just issued. 


In the. presence of water handling 


President Cook declares the rural 
school has little chance to improve con- 
ditions. He declares the average farm- 
er's wife lifts a ton of water a day in 
conducting her housewifely duties. 


"The getting of the water from the 


source of supply to the point of appli- 
cation requires more manual labor 
than any other item in housekeeping," 
?ars Professor Cook. "The water for 
ihe kitchen has to be lifted from the 
well, carried to the kitchen, poured 
into a kettle, poured out of the kettle 
into the dishpan and from the dishpan 
out of door. This makes six times the 
water is handled, and a bucket of 
water containing two gallons, with the 
containing vessel, will weigh twenty 
pounds. 


"When this Is handled six times the 


total lifting is ISO pounds. The cook- 
ing of three meals a day on a meager 
allowance of water will necessitate ten 
buckets, which will make cooking alone 
1.200 pounds of lifting per day. 


"When to this Is added the water 


necessary for bathing, scrubbing and 
the weekly washing it will easily bring 
the lift a day up to a ton. and the lift- 
ing of a ton a day will take the elas- 
ticity out of a woman's step, the bloom 
out of her cheek and the enjoyment 
from her soul." 


All this drudgery, says 
Professor 


Cook, could be obviated at an outlay of 
§250. even on the most isolated farm, 
through the Installation of a pumping 
system.

Thirty-four In All Make Appropria- 


tions of. More Than $1,000,000. 


Out of forty-one state legislatures In 


session duriug the season of 1013 laws 
dealing witb tuberculosis were enacted 
in thirty states, while in tliirty-four 
states consideration was given to bills 
dealing with tbe prevention of tbis dis- 
ease. This is a summary of tbe legis- 
lative campaign for 1013, just issued 
by the National Association For the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis. 


Appropriations to the amount of 


more than $5,000,000 have been set 
aside for the treatment and prevention 
of tuberculosis by the various state 
legislatures in session this year. Most 
of tbis money is for the maintenance 
of state sanitariums. There are at the 
present time thirty-nine such institu- 
tions in thirty-one states, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania each 
having more than- one sanitarium. 
Delaware is the only state which has 
made provision for a state sanitarium 
for tuberculous negroes. 


In addition to the amounts appropri- 


ated by the various state governments, 
congress will be obliged to set aside 
nearly Sl.000,000 for the maintenance 
of the United States public health, the 
army and the navy sanitariums and the 
tuberculosis hospital of the District of 
Columbia. 


Among the notable advances in the 


legislative enactments of this year, it 
is stated, are tbe tuberculosis registra- 
tion law of Chicago, laws providing 
for subsidies to local hospitals in Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin, an act provid- 
ing for the establishment of county 
hospitals In Indiana and the establish- 
ment of state bureaus for the preven- 
tion of tuberculosis in Ohio and Cali- 
fornia. A complete analysis of the tu- 
berculosis legislation considered and 
enacted in 1913 is being prepared by 
the national association.

Survey of Grazing 
Lands Leads to 


Botanical Finds. 


Althoxigh the government forest serv- 


ice does not include botany in its cur- 
riculum of conservation worK. its field 
men during tbe past year have'dis- 
covered 123 entirely now species of 
plants. This was incidental to inves- 
tigations into the growth and forngct 
value of plauts in national forest re- 
serves. 


The service is seeking to determine 


the grazing value of every acre of land 
in the national forests. 
From this 


study they will decide whether a cer- 
tain range is best suited to sheep, to 
cattle or to goats. Maps to be prepar- 
ed from the data collected will show 
not only what kind of forage grows on 
various ranges, but at what time of 
year it is ready; also the spots where 
there is water supply. 


"MOVIES" HELP 


FARM EDUCATORS 


System Developed to Teach Up 


to Date Methods,, 


SAFE AND AMUSING ALSO, 


Department of Agriculture's Latest 


Venture In Agricultural Education 
Is the 
Moving 
Picture—Compact 


Apparatus Invented Which Can Be 
Used In Any Room. 


A system of moving pictures em- 


bracing the latest venture of the de- 
partment of agriculture in agricultural 
education has just been introduced. 
Tbe department has started out several 
bright young operators with machines 
that illustrate witb moving pictures 
some of tlie most up to date processes 
in modern farming and at the same 
time furnish -entertainment for all the 
members of rural communities. 


Tbe department experimented a good 


deal in getting an apparatus that was 
light and compact and at the same 
time would answer the purpose. 
It 


finally got a moving picture outfit that 
would go into an ordinary suit case 
and developed a system of illumina- 
tion for the films that made use of an 
ordinary automobile gas tank, so that 
if the demonstrator were in a region 
where electricity, was not available the 
gas tank could be hitched to the appa- 
ratus and a show could be given in 
any town where there was an automo- 
bile supply place in reach. 


Harmless and Fireproof. 


Safety was another feature that was 


demanded, and the machine was made 
as harmless and fireproof as possible. 
Some of the "movies" are of tbe kind 
for scarcely more than parlor enter- 
tainment and can be operated in any 
sort of a small meeting bouse or school- 
room. Tbey throw a picture only four 
feet square and, in fact, reduce the 
moving picture theater to a family 
sized basis. This is a valuable feature 
in some of the small and remote com- 
munities where but a small audience 
and a small gathering place are availa- 
ble. Any country schoolroom can be 
utilized. 


No attempt has been made so far to 


develop the entertainment into any- 
thing like a lecture.' All of the pic- 
tures are designed to be instructive, 
bnt some of them are intended to be 
amusing as well. One of the popular 
films deals with the development of 
the housefly as concerned in the han- 
dling of food and dairy products and 
the transmission of disease. The film 
also has its amusing side, showing the 
acrobatic fly enlarged to heroic pro- 
portious rocking in a rocking chair 
with a newspaper and spectacles and 
juggling barrels and other things on 
his foot. 


Ono of the most serious problems in 


connection with this and other sorts of 
rural entertainment is transporting the 
audience over the average country 
roads In any but the best weather. 
This brings in another feature of the 
department's 
rural work and gives 


room for slides and pictures on road 
building and maintenance, so that it is 
intended ultimately to develop the sys- 
tem with more still life pictures and 
efficient lectures to extend the cam- 
pa'Kii both of road and agricultural ed- 
ucation. 


Colors Direct From Object. 


One valuable asset of the depart- 


ment that has been developed in Ibis 
line, but that bas never been :used in 
popular entertainment, is the making 
of colored lantern slides in natural col- 
ors direct from the object. Tliis form 
of color photography has been used in 
tbe department for some time as a 
matter 
of 
record, photographs of 


fruits and flowers being made in uat-

With the perfection of experiments 


now going on California will give to 
the world another luscious dried fruit 
—the dried cantaloupe. They will turn 
Into profit some of the millions of 
email cantaloupes left in the fields 
every year. Thomas D. McCall of El 
Centre, Cal., accidentally discovered 
the fine qualities of the dried article. 


McCall had damped a heap of 


cantaloupes to one side, several break- 
Ing open. These dried and threw out 
such a fine aroma that McCall was at- 
tracted and tasted them. They were 
excellent, and how cantaloupe, growers 
are drying all of their small melons. 
The. dried variety Is said to have a 
mock finer flavor than the fresh fruit 


ural colors and the negatives tiled for 
reference.

Judge Arthur Globeusky, sitting in 


the superior court, granted Thaw's ap- 
plication for withdrawal of the habeas 
corpus writ.

As a result Thaw stands exactly 


where he did on the day of his'arrest 
in Canada. He is confined in jail on 
a commitment which is so faulty that 
there is apparently no way of getting 
him out while he wants to stay, tiiat 
Is, unless the premier of the province 
of Quebec will personally intercede 
and have the charge dismissed. 


With this end in view William Trav- 


ers Jerome, accompanied by New York 
and Canadian lawyers, at once left 
Sherbrobke for Quebec, where they 
will appeal to Sir Leomer.Gouin, pre- 
mier of the province and head of the 
attorney-', general's department.
